It was curiously opportune that I should have been present at Windsor Mountain 
School on that particular Sunday. The customary weekly speech’ was to be given* 
by Prank J. Donner, author of the current Ballentine Book, fTHE UN- AMERICANS " . 
This book is offered as: ’’the first fully documented account of the notorious 

Ecus,? Committee on Un-American Activities. .. .how their abuse of power is being 
nu-.t by .crowing opposition. 

The fantastic import of the coincidence is enhanced by: (l) my having & copy 

o*i "THE UN-AMERICANS " In the capacious "book-bag" in my car at the time; (2) 
nr’ having been alerted little more than a year ago to the perilous extent of 
communist-socialist perversion of our whole society. . ...most especially the 
spheres of education, communications and government; (3) my being then enroute 
to appointments with many special persons. Persons whom Mr. Donner, in his 
charitable way, would term "members of professional hate groups", whome TIME >' 
Magazine would dub "ultras", whom almost all communications madia are designa- 
ting currently as "extremists" and whom members of the* Communist Party, itself, 
would call "reactionaries" or "decadent capitalists". 


Whether this Incident was a caprice of fate, or sheerest chance, or (horrible 
thought!!’ Mr. Donner 1 s subject a recurring thbine for Sunday speeches, J felt 
impelled to act. The students of Windsor Mountain School must have an equal 
opportunity to hear the cause of vital urgency and indispensable necessity for.”;?

This feeling prompted a letter to Dr. Bondy, asking her assurance a speaker 
would be found to counteract the. dismaying substance of Mr. Donner’ s speech.

You need to understand the alarms which alerted me. In self justification, I 
like to think I wasn't totally unaware until Just months ago. This has been 
going on, you know, since the latter decades of the last century. Now , I know 
this I While I recognized and deplored the trend toward collectivism, socialism 
and communism, I was foolishly ignorant of the deliberate and calculated pur- 
pose of many well-meaning persons. They, themselves victims of fallacious 
reasoning, try to force socialistic conditions on the rest of us. Through ■ 

* Diane's brother, Kurt, at the University of Rochester, there were eye— opening 
experiences. There were the shocking revelations of my first tentative probes 
for clarification of puzzling paradoxes. These, plus some very startling 
events at our own Brockport State University College, were enough to thrust me 
into the position which I describe to our friends as "being rampant". The 
position has become fixed because the more information I glean, the more I 
begrudge the time lost in great ignorance and inaction,, 

Inasmuch as I'm not what is known as a "joiner", I belong, to no organization. 
Nevertheless, I feel myself one with all the "members of professional hate 
groups", all the "ultras", all the "extremists", all the ''reactionaries" and 
all the' "decadent capitalists". I'm bitterly Indignant of every one of these 
abusive titles. One more term used to disparage them is that they 're "emotion- 
al". If that's bad, let's have more emotionalism!’ They have the perceptive 
intelligence. to appreciate our peril. They have the enterprising initiative \ 
to dedicate themselves to the effort of preserving our liberty. They have the'-, 
enduring courage to withstand the formidable assaults of entrenched 1 treachery. 

Let ME be so emotional! , ‘ 

Each of us is, I feel, one who is "simply that type of citizen with an average 
interest In public affairs who in the hour of danger (though not a minute ear- 
lier) stands up to defend his country in the same unquestioning way as he dis- 
charges his daily duties." '(Described by Hannah Arendt (page 109) in her book, 
"THE ORIGINS OF TOTALITARIANISM".) Miss Arendt must have used "unquestioning" 
in Its connotation of being positive, certain and sure; that's the way I read 
it. However, semantics being of such critical Import, I feel obliged to ensure 
mutual understanding. If you choose to read "unquestioning" as meaning blindly, 
without question or examination; then I hasten to assure you I've been question- ' 
ing. I've quested and instructed myself from all perspectives in order to qua- 
lify and validate my earnestly considered conclusions. 

Now you're somewhat acquainted with my motive^. Next it becomes necessary to 
clear the villifying slurs and disparagement from the name and association of 
my most exemplary and unimpeachable source of evidence.. His testimony, you'll 
find, is exactly contrary to that of Frank J. Donner's Iniquitous offense 
against the House Un-American Activities Committee. His record of more than 
forty years with the Federal Bureau of Investigation is so Impressive, I choose , 
to believe he's in a much better position to know what he's talking about, than ' 
is Mr. Donner. I can see where Mr. Donner could have reason to distort the '] 

truth (if he's sold on Socialism as a way of government for the American people, 
for instance), but I haven't been able to come up with any good reason for Mr. 
Hoover to do so. Mr. Donner's allegations that all these men are lieing, brag- 
ging, publicity-seeking, bombastic individuals was just too much for me.

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.The Aptfil. 8th, 1961, JWue" of the SATURDAY EVENIf^POS’T had an editorial under 
the heading: “The F.B.I. Gets a High Rating Despite Some Egghead Slurs”. It 

discussed the prevailing tendency of certain persons to look down their noses 
at J. Edgar Hoover. Sir Sydney Smith, emeritus professor of forensic medicine 
at Edinburgh University praised the F.B.I. for leading the world In forensic 
medicine. He credited J. Edgar Hoover with bringing it from its "backwoods” 
status of thirty years ago to its present foremost position. Deliberating on 
his visit in the United States, Sir Sydney went on to say, "Curiously, as soon 
as I mentioned Mr. Hoover to literary editors or book people or university 
people, they looked down their noses.” 


The editorial comment was: "There is only one sort of case that arouses the 

■animosity of certain intellectual or near-intellectual ‘liberals’ against J. 
Edgar Hoover. A small but influential minority is angry at his success in 
cases Involving Communists. (They didn’t object when the F.B.I. helped con- 
vict the kidnapper of the Lindbergh baby, but did object when F.B.I. evidence 
convicted Alger Hiss.) Some of these objectors are themselves Reds or fellow 
travelers; but most are ‘fellow defenders’. They regard any prosecution of 
Communists as a violation of ‘civil liberties’. To them Hoover Is a 'witch- 
hunter I .

Totalitar- 
ianism in power invariably replaces all first-rate talents, regardless of their 


sympathies, with those crackpots and fools whose lack of intelligence and crea- 
tivity is still the best guarantee of -their loyalty." ("THE ORIGINS OF TOTALI- 
TARIANISM", page 339) (My note to you? PLEASE acquaint .yourselves with the 
historical proofs for this statement of totalitarian policy and practice. )

EMERGENCY CIVIL LIBERTIES COMMITTEE 

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications," revised and published, as of December 1, 

1961 , prepared and released by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, United States House of Represent- 
atives, Washington, D.C., contains the following 
concerning the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee: 

"Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 

"1. 'The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
is an organization, with headquarters in 
New York, whose avowed purpose is to 
abolish the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and discredit the FBI. * * * 

The committee finds that the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee, established 
in 1951 , although representing itself 
as a non-Communist group, actually 
operates as a front for the Communist 
Party. It has repeatedly assisted, by 
means of funds and legal aid. Communists 
involved in Smith Act violations and 
similar legal proceedings. One of its 
chief activities has been and still is 
the dissemination of voluminous Communist 
propaganda material . 1 

'FRANK WILKINSON was called as a witness 
when he appeared in Atlanta as a represent- 
ative of the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee to propagandize against the 
Committee on Un-American Activities and 
to protest its hearings. In 1956 WILKINSON 
was identified as a Communist Party member 
by a former FBI undercover agent within the 
party. Summoned at that time to answer 
the allegation, his reply to all questions 
was, "I am answering no questions of this 
committee." This also became his stock 
reply to questions when he appeared during 
the Atlanta hearings . * * * WILKINSON has 
since been convicted of contempt of Congress 
and sentenced to one year in jail.*

First* just by delving into the history of the Un-American 
Activities Committee* as I understand* briefly* it was 
formed in 1938.

That's correct* it was formed then as a temporary 
Committee under the famous MARTIN DIES, 

Now this was the purpose* if I'm correct. The resolution 
of 1938 under which the Cbmmittee functioned on a temporary 
basis authorized it to investigate and I quote The 
extent* character and objects of un-American propaganda 
activities in the United States. Two* the diffusion 
within the United States of subversive and un-American 
propaganda that is instigated from foreign countries 
and then* this invigorous part that I don't understand* 
or of a domestic origin* and attacks the principle of 
the form of government as guaranteed by our Constitution. 
Now this was the purpose in 1938 when this was founded 
with MARTIN DIES as the head of the Un-American Activities 
Committee. Establishing that now* what in the beginning* 
do you say* how do they transgress their purpose. 

Well* of course* you see when you complained at one point 
about the ambiguity of the mandate with respect to 
domestic propaganda... 

But then again it may just show my own limitations. 

No* I think the Supreme Court has asked this question. 

Who can define the meaning of un-American, There is a 
kind of a built-in vagueness in this authorizing 
resolution which permits the Committee to roam at will 
all over the lot and pick and choose its targets. Now 
when you're going to investigate somebody and deprive 
him of certain freedoms* at a very minimum you should* 
Congressmen* a Congressional committee which wields this 
enormous power* should have some meaningful limits to 
its- authority* and one of the persistent complaints* you 
see* about this committee is that it has no real limits. 

Now I can illustrate this very graphically to you by

My point, however, 
is that certainly the practice of the Committee 3n 
subpoenaing people who are in dissent, not only intimi- 
dates them, but casts a pall of fear far beyond the 
literal reach of what the Committee does. It isn’t 
only the fellow who gets the piece of paper from the 
marshal that’s terrorized, it’s a lot of people that 
would speak, out if they weren’t afraid that they would 
be subpoenaed. Now you can say to me, well this isn’t 
rational. They.- haven’t done anything wrong. Why should 
they be frightened, but the fact is that people are. 

You can’t expect people to be heroes in using their rights 
of free speech and their rights to dissent. And that’s 
your problem.

As I say,, it is my understanding that you appeared 
before the House Un-American Activities Committee. 

Yes, I did. 

Was your book written before or after?

Of course, after I wrote the book. Congressman WALTER 
said it was the product of a red plot. But he says that 
about everything. He's just said that the Women's Strike 
for Peace is the product of a red plot. 

Let me ask now because the first ten a? fifteen minutes 
I've been talking with Mr. DONNER, who wrote the book 
"The Un- Americans. ” Let me talk for a while to Dr. 

MICHAEL PAPP, Now in view of what we have been talking 
about, and again just in the overall atmosphere of 
informality., Dr. PAPP, what would you like to add? 

Well, I would simply say that any nation has the right 
to protect itself against internal subversion, and I 
would simply state that as long as Un-American Activities 
Committee is a product of our legislature, of our Congress, 
and the members of our Congress are people we vote for, 
they represent us, as long as they feel that Un-American 
Activities is performing a function necessary to protect 
us, that Un-American Activities Committee should be not 
only protected but should be supported. Now there are 
two types of freedom, I would say, and it is freedom to 
oppress and freedom from oppression. There are also two 
types of groups in America, one group the communists, 
the dedicated communists who were identified as agents 
of a foreign power who already. . .their fate as the party 
was decided by Supreme Court. They were identified as 
agents and we have to treat them as such because they 
never denied that they would follow the advice of Moscow. 

Could you expand on that identified by the Supreme Court? 

Supreme Court decision clearly states that Communist 
Party of United States is an agency of a foreign power 
and as such must register and as such must comply with 
our law. Now there is another group of people, I would 
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say, the mislead citizens of this country who very 
often go for the line of the communists because they 
use the same language as we do. They speak of freedom, 
they mean freedom to oppress us. They speak of peace, 
they mean peace under communist rule. ' When they speak 
of democracy they mean their right, their right to 
dictate their views upon all of us. And I would simply 
say that as long as this is true, all those people who 
take a position against Un-American Activities Committee 
are doing this nation a great disservice. Now I would 
say that there are moments where I would disagree with 
the method used by the Committee, but in principle this 
is the agency which gave us a chance to learn about an 
enemy which does not recognize morality nor ethical 
standards. They will lie, they will cheat, and they will 
do anything to subdue us. And then once they succeed 
then we have no right to discuss it freely. In fact, 

I want to preserve the society where we have the right 
to disagree. But not with those people who are dedicated 
to destruction of very essence of democracy, and yet they 
want the protection, a total protection of their right, 
of the right of a small minority dedicated to the 
destruction of democracy. They want their right to be 
protected by the great majority who wants to live in 
freedom and indeed without fear. 

MORGAN: And a program such as this under this system would be 

completely impossible, I would imagine. 

PAPP: Absolutely not, you know very well that in the Soviet 

Union you can disagree once and then you are simply 
massacred. You can take a position once against the 
government of the Soviet Union, and that was your last 
position. There is no more. Nobody will hear about 
you anymore unless it is endorsed by the interpreter of 
the Party, Mr. KHRUSHCHEV now, and before by STALIN. 

MORGAN: Well, in these areas where you say you might disagree 
with the methods that they use, what would be recourse 
then, short of the abolition of the Committee? 

PAPP: Well, as I stated already, I feel that the nation has 

the right to protect itself and I am in favor of 
creating. those legislative committees which would look 
into the problem. They gave us so many documentary 
evidence that gave us a clear picture of what communism 
is, since there is a complacency and there is ignorance 
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on the part of majority of American citizens, this 
Committee performs a very important function, the 
citizens in the community is not having time to go 
around and they do use a method which I endorse and if 
a man is afraid to identify himself as ah American citizen, 
well it’s just too bad, it's just too bad. A decent 
citizen of this country doesn s t have anything to, fear 
from Un-American Activities Committee. ^ 

MORGAN: Let me ask you this then, you say that all of the people 

that have been investigated and accused by the Un- 
American Activities Committee, that one hundred percent, 
that all of these people were guilty or were some 
innocent people hurt in this. 

PAPP: No, Mr. MORGAN, I did mention that sometimes I wish the 

method would be improved. I wish that the Un-American 
Activities Committee would do preliminary investigation 
without harming the individual. I wish they would do 
these things before they bring the individual into open 
and then they cannot prove his guilt. In fact, Un- 
American Activities Committee does not even have the 
right to prove guilt or not guilt of a person. 

^ MORGAN: But just ruin the reputation. 


PAPP: They might ruin the reputation, and yet the whole thing 

narrows down to the point, what is more important, 
the protection of the whole or the protection of some 
individual who might be hurt, and then the Committee 
apologizes and I cbn’t know of any man who would have 
been hurt by the hearing as such. In fact, majority 
of those people volunteered, volunteered the testimony, 
and you know who was harrassed, those who were frank and 
admitted what was going on in this nation in the 
Communist Party, then the communists harrassed them and 
then created an illusion as if this Un-American Activities 
Committee was doing who knows what. The communists 
deliberately wanted to discredit Un-American Activities 
Committee and they said a man was really harrassed. This 
is a testimony from hundreds of people who said they 
were not afraid of the citizens in the community. They 
were afraid what the Party would do to them because they 
allegedly betrayed the idea of the Party,

How would you answer this* this is a quote from the 
hook that PRANK DONNER ‘wrote. This is a quote from 
HARRY S. TRUMAN and I will take the assumption that 
it is a true quote* perhaps you would not* Dr. PAPP. 

"The House Un-American Activities Committee is the 
most un-American thing in America," from HARRY S. TRUMAN. 
How do you justify that? 

I would stick to my guns that as long as the legislature* 
as long as the Congress of the United States of America 
feels that this agency is needed it has to be there and 
as soon as the Congress will say this agency is not any 
more needed then it is the perogative of our Congress 
to decide the issue. Not the perogative of individuals 
who might have an idea. I don't like many things we 
do or not do and yet I too would feel we have obligation 
toward our institutions. This is our free institution 
creative agency* I would not take a stand against it. 

Let me ask this then, if it was up to the perogative 
of Congress* is it not the perogative of the people 
then as we do on almost any matter to let our Congress- 
men know how we feel about a given subject* and if we 
do write into a Congressman taking a stand against this* 
would not that person be running a personal risk of 
losing his own reputation and someone getting back at 
him. 

How do you lose a reputation? I mean* we have in our 
academic field* Mr. MORGAN* I would say many people who 
take a stand of equal guilt. They always find us 
equally guilty in this world with the communists and 
they are teaching our children. Nobody objects to them. 

In fact* they are taking a position* a very cynical 
position* very often against the very foundation of 
this democracy. Yet they have right to teach* to really, 
to do whatever they feel is right. We have an industrial- 
ist in this own country who for years is informing 
KHRUSHCHEV and our citizens that we are a war 
mongering nation and what not and he is doing this and 
I feel that as long as we have a society where any man* 
irrespective of his position* can make a fool of himself 
with impunity* it is a good society to defend* it is a 
good country to protect* and indeed die for if necessary. 

A millionaire can afford to be a fool* Sometimes a poor 
man can't* who might feel the same way.

Well, I don't know of any man, at least in our 
profession, and you know in the teachers are regarded 
as a kind of intellectual proletariat of the world, 
particularly those in America because we are, they 
say, underpaid, yet they do speak freely and in fact 
the more they take a critical attitude against this 
country the more respected their view is in the academic 
area.

I wanted to ask Mr. DONNER a question. I wanted to 
clear something up in my own mind. Is it your view, 
sir, that if the person wants to be a member of the 
Communist Party, he should be allowed to be a communist. 

I certainly believe that. I certainly believe that the 
right to freedom of choice, politically, one of the 
privileges of living in a free society, includes the 
right to choose any particular view and all of the free 
countries of the Western World, Britain, France, Italy, 
their concept of parlimentary democracy embraces and 
protects the rights of communists as well as others. 

What we have done in this country is try to recast the 
premises of democracy to exclude certain groups, I 
don't think it's going to work. 

Mr. DONNER, may I interrupt? 

Well let me just finish, let me just fini"sh; - .You see 
I think the whole theory that we have adopted iri this 
country is that our country is tottering on the brink 
of internal subversion. 

You don't think the Communist Party, then, is a method 
to overthrow our government. 

My dear man, the Communist Party now is reduced to 
less than 10,000 members. 

In America, you mean. 

In America. Of those 10,000. members, according to a 
recent article by an FBI Agent, 1500 are undercover 
agents of the FBI, That means that you have one agent 
of Mr. HOOVER for every five and seven tenths Communist. 
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Now are we that weak,, are we really that powerless 
that these people constitute a serious menace. I 
“doubt that, that to me is the "biggest fraud of our 
time. Now let me point, out one thing to you. When 
the First Amendment was passed way hack in 1789 America 
was besieged by three land powers, all of which were 
more powerful than it, France, England and Spain, and 
yet the people who framed our Constitution had enough 
faith and freedom in the right to dissent to guarantee 
everybody the right to freedom. Now what- has happened 
with the House Committee is that they more than any one 
agency have perpetrated this perfectly ridiculous myth 
that our country is in danger. Why that is utter 
nonsense. We have a mountain of statutes to deal with 
communism. We have the Smith Act, which sends people to 
jail if they advocate the overthrow of the government. 

We have the McCarran Act, we have registration statutes, 
we have espionage statutes, we have more statutes 
dealing with so-called subversion than any country in 
the world. Now are you telling me that we need the 
restraints of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities to protect us, to protect us from what? 

PAPP: Mrs. FRENZ said that the Communist Party of the United 

States is not alone. When the communists in the United 
States have the support of the whole empire, communist 
empire which could kill any assistance in time of crisis, 
you would be surprised how much the communists could do 
in crisis. It took 24,000 Russian communists to over- 
throw alleged democracy which was in existence in Russia 
in 1917 and they had the support of seven million voters. 

DONNER: But Dr. PAPP, don’t you see what that leads you. That 

leads you to the point where you never are able to draw 
the line in favor of freedom. You can always conjure 
up some remote contingency which will lead you to say 
we can’t afford full freedom now. Now I say, we’ve got 
to reach a point where we mean what we say. ; . 

PAPP: We should protect, I say we should protect the right „ 

of those who are mislead. Not those who signed an 
agreement with a foreign power that in time of crisis 
they would do anything in their power to undermine the 
very foundation of our liberty. Let me just say this. 
That in United States of America, today, it is not so 
very important how much the communists represent, how 
many of them are here, you said 10,000 Communists.

That 1 s what J. EDGAR HOOVER said. 

It’s the problem, what do they stand for, their policy 
was formulated in 1919 already, and they adhere to that 
policy and they would change the allegiance very 
quickly and they have only one allegiance to the red 
flag of Moscow. Now do you say that this right of - 
deliberate group which identified itself to be in 
disfavor jif— very ideas we are talking about here, the 
right to be different, their right to destroy the 
foundation of liberty, should be tolerated? 

Yes, because freedom is a risky enterprise, as the 
Supreme Court has said. If you’re only going to live 
in a society in which you’re sure of everybody then 
you’ve given up freedom. Freedom means the willingness 
to live with a risk, let me just continue, because what’s 
you’re saying, you see, endorses the concept of preventive 
arrest. You’re saying, I don’t - true JOE DOKES is only 
advocating something. He’s not engaging in any overt 
act. He’s not doing anything, but in a time of 
political breakdown he might be a dangerous fellow. 

Well, under our society, as the Supreme Court has said, 
you have to wait until you come reasonably close to a 
danger, this obsession with danger is perfectly ridiculous. 
Look how much farther ahead we are of the whole world 
in the weapons of defense, and as a matter of fact, let 
me point out one thing to you. I was very amused and 
shocked to read in May, I960, that two men were arrested 
for blowing up a couple of communication towers on the 
Utah - Nevada frontier. And of course the immediate 
cry arose that this was a communist plot. Well you know 
who these two people were, it turned out? They were 
leaders of a group called the American Republican Army, 
which had as its objection the elimination of the income 
tax. Now don’t talk to me about dangers. They are 
purely speculated. 

.Those are secondary issues. Mr. DONNER, would you 
agree on this point? That maybe we should agree in 
principle that we should give communists in the United 
States the same right as the non-communists are enjoying 
in the Soviet empire. After all, the communists insist 
that this is the only democratic society in the world. 

Dr. PAPP, what a selling point you have made for me 
because you are asking' us to mirror in our Institutions

the very totalitarianism that we oppose. 

You agree that it is totalitarianism? 

Yes, of course I do.

But I certainly don’t that we should imitate them 
and that ! s what you’re proposing. 

Not imitate but you know what happened to those people 
who are opposing the idea in the Soviet Union. There 
is only one interpretation. Look how many people in 
our country are marching on the streets for peace. 

That’s really peace. . . 

And being subpoenaed by the House Un-American Activities 
Committee, why don’t you add that. 

Why don’t they use their energy to protect and to really 
strengthen our free institutions instead of demonstrating 
against their own government which is always taking the 
defensive position. We are helpless in this ideological 
struggle -because we don’t take ever any initiative. 

There is one very important point that I must bring up 
and that point is namely that this is Program PM, this 
is KYW Westinghouse Broadcasting in Cleveland, and right 
now on Program PM* we ‘re discussing several issues 
centered around a book titled "The Un-Americans" by 
Mr. FRANK DONNER* And talking with us in this discussion 
is AL JAMES of the Program PM and Dr. MICHAEL PAPP, 

Head of the Institute of Soviet Studies at John Carroll 
University. 

(lengthy silence on tape) 

Well, what the Committee has been accused of is being 
indifferent to the menace of the right, and when Congress- 
man WALTER was asked whether in that TV program that I 
mentioned before . . . 

Yes, I want to get into that. 

iiiwhether he considered un-American the activities of 
subversive groups, he said that wasn’t in the jurisdiction 
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of his committee. He was asked this question; "Sir, 
won l t you agree that such subversive organizations as 
the American Nazi Party and the Klu Klux Klan constitute 
a threat to the liberties of Americans," he replied, 

"I don’t think so.‘ Actually they haven’t engaged in 
any activity on behalf of a foreign power and that of 
course is the big -difference." And then the questioner 
said, "But sir, don’t you believe that the suppression 
of minorities is against the Constitution of the United 
States," and Representative WALTER said, "Of course it 

is, but it is not within the jurisdiction of the 
Committee on Un-American Activities to make inquiries 
into that field." Now let me make one technical point. 

It is within the jurisdiction of the Un-American 
Activities Committee because the Un-American Activities 
Committee mandate, its authorizing resolution, was borrowed 
directly from the so-called -DICK STEIN resolution, which 
was passed in the thirties to authorize an investigation 
into Nazi activities, and DICK STEIN did conduct such an 
investigation of that. The primary thrust of this whole 
committee, and that is one of the crowning ironies about 

it, was originally to authorize an investigation into 
the right, but recently, of course, with the regrowth 
in this country of an ultra-right, the Committee has 
been under considerable pressure to continue this probe 
of the ultra-right, and they have refused, and of course, 
there’s a good reason for it. The ultra-right in this 
country is the Committee’s strongest support. The 
Committee uses the ultra-right to build up political 
support for it, to distribute its literature and to 
share its secret dosiers. You know the Committee has 
files on literally millions of Americans who are never 
called, who are never subpoenaed, but the Committee has 
files on them, has files on Mrs. ROOSEVELT, or on Pro- 
fessor HENRY STEELE COMIOHER, and on literally millions 
of people. Now an ultra-rightist can write to the 
Committee, and say, "Give me what you've got on Mrs. 
ROOSEVELT, or on Justice BLACK of the Supreme Court" and 
the Committee wili send him a dosier. That dosier is 
then used to smear these individuals. It does the same 
thing with organizations. Now these dosiers are used 

as ammunition by the ultra-right to discredit and attack 
and smear a huge portion of our population. 

Let me ask Dr. PAPP, are you as disturbed about the 
ultra-right as you are about the ieft?

Any man, Mr. MORGAN, who would endorse the extreme 
groups, whether to the right or to the left, would 
really commit an intellectual dishonesty. It is not 
only the anti-communism we are concerned here. It is 
the protection of our liberty to be different. I would 
say that the ultra-right movements in the United States 
are diverting the attention of this nation from a real 
problem of communism and therefore I feel that this is 
a panicky way to solve the problem. I have a feeling 
that we could do much better if our educational system 
would adjust itself to the requirements of 20th Century 
and handle it in the classroom as a comparative way, 
democracy versus communism. Or community information 
centers must be established, they don't get any support 
you know. And I think the media of communication which 
is so very vital in our life should use the time to 
discuss all these problems which are indeed controversial. 

Showing both sides? 

Show both sides, oh yes, yes. 

Giving everyone a chance to speak and let people make up 
their minds. 

Everyone, because I think that where there is a light 
there is an opportunity to choose and I have never 
doubted that a free man would always choose the free 
way of life. 

% 

But might it not be that if these people do give the 
leftist, say, a chance to speak as you’re suggesting, 
that they might come under attack by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee? 

You see, I would distinguish between those representatives 
of the Communist Party who will cheat, lie, will distort 
the truth and those who are mislead into believing that 
communism after all is a way of the future and give it 
a chance, and so on. I don’t think that we should really 
debate the problem equally between communists and 
democratically-minded individuals because with the 
communists you can’t actually argue because they have 
one way and they will use any method to discredit their 
opponent. We would adhere to the principle of ethical 
standards, you see, they do not. While we feel that 
morality plays a great role, they do not. Why, they 


would sacrifice the liberty of the whole generation 
if they would come into possession of power. All they 
want is power* political power* and don't worry* you 
and I and even Mr. DONNER would not have a chance to 
discuss these problems freely. 

MORGAN: Let me bring up something that I also read in the book* 

I'd like to get your reaction to Dr. PAPPi This 
concerned GORDON SCHERER* who was on the Un-American 
Activities Committee* a man from- Cincinnati. In 
December* 1959* it seemed that he attacked Senator 
YOUNG* bringing this right down to Ohio* he attacked 
him for accepting an invitation to speak at an Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee dinner. Now in reply to this 
chastizement Senator YOUNG* who is known to be quite 
outspoken* said "When I was on the Anzio- Beachheads* he 
was Safety Director of Cincinnati*" that's his comment. 
SCHERER claimed in a press release that it was 
"significant that YOUNG had used almost the identical 
language th£ has been used by the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee* the Communist Daily Worker and 
the communists who have appeared before the committee." 
SCHERER* of course* cited no such almost identical 
language* but using this significant* and there was 
definite implications about Senator YOUNG in this charge. 
How about people like this who make these statements 
which border on rationists? 

PAPP: These people don't know the facts and therefore they 

are introducing in our life a kind of approach to the 
problem which might be very dangerous. We cannot afford 
the luxury to suspect every individual who might disagree 
with us on certain things. We cannot afford the luxury 
to close the door on a man who might want to associate 
himself with the people whom the others don't like. I 
think that if we believe in our principles, if we believe 
in our heritage* if we believe that this nation is the 
citadel of liberty* if we believe that an individual 
man would always choose a free way of life to that of 
slavery* if we believe that we would die to protect our 
right to disagree and to protect our society where we 
can spend our evenings without fear of the knock on the 
door* then I say we should give the right to the opponents 
to disagree with us* but we have to insist that this 
disagreement must be based on the same recognition of 
the right of the other opponent or their opponent* then 
of course* we would secure liberty for all. This* 
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however, I want to stress, excludes the dedicated 
communist because they do not agree and they do not 
support the principle of individual liberty as such, 
hence, there is no point to discuss this problem with 
the dedicated communists. 

DONNER: I think now we are drawing to some kind of issue and I 

would like to respond to you and see where we are going 
with this discussion. I’m reminded a little bit of a 
story that I learned when I was in grammar school, 
it’s drawn from Norse mythology. It seems that the 
gods condemned Loki, the god of mischief, for some prank 
that he had performed and they sentenced him to the 
removal of his head, but in those days they didn’t know 
enough about anatomy to be able to define with precision 
where the head ends and the neck begins, and so Loki 
escaped. Now I want to suggest to you in all earnestness 
that you can’t cut off the head of communism without 
injuring the neck of freedom. That it’s Just not 
possible. And I’ll tell you why. First, because 
communists believe many things that a lot of other people 
believe in. You and I may differ, you see, about these 
goals. But certainly no one could deny that many of 
the goals of communism are shared by millions of 
Americans who’ve examined these problems and who feel 
this way. Now there’s nothing, you wouldn’t say, would 
you, that we should employ the principle as the House 
Committee consistently does, of guilt by parallelism or 
. guilt, as lawyers call it> by mutual object, that is 
to say that because X believes the same things that a 
communist believes, that therefore we ought to suppress 
his freedoms. Therefore we ought to call him to 
Washington. And yet, don’t say that I'm exaggerating, 
because this is a consistent technique of the House 
Committee. For example, the House Committee has condemned 
SANE, the Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy. Why? 
Because it has said that the abolition of nuclear testing, 
the disarmament program, are goals of communists. Well, 
they^re goals of everybody in this nuclear age, that 
are concerned with the fate of man. Now it Just doesn’t 
make sense to me to give an arm of government the author- 
ity to say that because you believe some of the things a 
communist believes that we are going to give you a hard 
time, we’re going to haul you to Washington and question 
your patriotism. 

PAPP: Mr. DONWER... 
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...because that’s actually what the House Committee 
does. 

Mr. DONNER... 

Now wait a minute, I’m not finished. And not only that 
but the Committee takes people who may have been 
communists 20 years ago. They took a woman who was 
before this active in the Women’s Strike for Peace and 
they asked her what about her activities at Vassar in 
1937. In the first place, I never knew that Vassar was 
such a hotbed of revolution. But to take what a person 
did as a student over 25 years ago and brand that person 
and make them suspect because you don’t like their views, 
you see, to me, is a profanation, you talk about freedom 
and democracy, this is a profanation of freedom and 
democracy. 

Mr. DONNER, Mr. DONNER, you speak about millions of 
people sharing the view about communism. I want you 
to know that you are talking about theory. About the 
practice of communism, we are learning from KHRUSHCHEV 
who, at the 20th Party Congress, gave us a picture of . 
what communism is in reality and I want you to know if 
one hundredth of accusations about old Stalinists by 
KHRUSHCHEV would be true, Mr. DONNER, communism in practice 
is the filthiest enterprise in history. 

But you see I don’t want my freedom... 

One moment, you are interf erring, . . 

I thought you were through. 

No, not yet. Now this is the problem. That we would 
like to prevent a nation to endorse lofty slogans which 
are very similar to the slogans of free man. The 
communists, are talking, as I already mentioned, about 
democracy. What they have in mind is democracy to hate 
the others, the freedom to take a position against the 
opponent. I mean, you know very well, that this democracy 
demonstrated itself best during the Second World War. 

We gave Soviet Union fourteen billion dollars and in 
1947 STAjuIN identified this nation as if the United 
States was an ally of HITLERi Now how far can you go and 
not recognize that between communist theory and reality 
there is a tremendous difference. I wish those people 
who are demonstrating against our government would 
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recognize the fact that this nation demobilized all 
their military forces in 19^5 » they returned home* 
and the Soviets never demobilized and the communists 
in the United States were very, very hopeful that 
the red army would move into Europe and take Europe, 
they are accusing now STALIN that he didn’t take 
advantage of the situation and so on. I wish these 
people who are sincerely dedicated to peace would 
realize that peace does not depend on us alone. Peace 
if it would depend on us alone would be a permanent thing 
in the humanity (interruption by DONNER)- One second, 
it does not depend on us, it depends on the decision of 
the Kremlin, and those decisions we cannot alter, Mr. 
DONNER, we cannot alter the decisions of Mr. KHRUSHCHEV. 

DONNER: Are you seriously suggesting that the rights of Americans 

to protest their government depend on something that 
KHRUSHCHEV does? Now I don’t think that my rights or 
Mrs. MC KENZIE’s rights, who was asked these ridiculous 
questions about 1937* should depend on what you think of 
KHRUSHCHEV. Why don’t you deal with my problem? 
(interruption by PAPP) Let me finish. I’m saying that 
it is wrong and outrageous for the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities to call a woman and ask her abuut 
something that happened 25 years ago as though she was an 
enemy of the country and a traitor. Now that is the 
question that I want you to answer. Do you think that’s 
right? 

PAPP: She might have been. Now if I would be called before the 

Un-American Activities Committee I would take the first 
plane and I would be proud and I would know that here 
I am, what do you want from me. There is a possibility 
always to argue, nobody puts anybody in jail because of 
the conviction of ideas. It is the problem to identify 
those elements in our society who would destroy the very 
foundation of our freedom, and I am against the right 
of those people to have the same democratic privileges 
as the majority 95 percent majority of American people 
who want nothing in this world but peace, freedom, and 
freedom from fear. 

(Lengthy silence on tape) 

DONNER: The authority of the House Committee on Un-American 

Activities is confined to investigating facts which 
will help Congress pass laws. Now the point that I was 
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making in my book was that in the 25 , now 27 .» years 
that the House has been a standing committee, it is 
responsible for exactly two laws. And that this long 
train - of exposure hearings, as I call them in my book, 
have only one purpose, to hurt people, not to help 
Congress pass laws, but to bring people before them and 
to ruin them by seeking to smear them by putting their 
addresses on the record and so on. Another thing that 
the House Committee does, which is clearly outside their 
jurisdiction, is create propaganda, the House Committee 
is the biggest propaganda publication agency in this 
country. It is responsible for more of this red mania 
than any other agency. Now in a democracy the people 
create propaganda, not the government, The government 
is the representative of the people. This is character- 
istic of totalitarianism and I make the point in my 
book and I make it also in connection with this film, 
"Operation Abolition", that a committee of Congress 
has no authority, no matter how much you like their 
propaganda, we have to deal with the fact that we 1 re a 
government of limited powers. 

Let me ask you this, you say there has hot been 
appreciable amounts of legislation passed which was the 
function of this Committee or a by-product function, 
but the FBI then would be, let's see if we can get an 
agreement on this, qualified, authorized, to perform 
much of the same activities. Now these... 

Now I would just like to amend it by saying the 
Committee has usurped the functions of -the FBI and 
taking over functions that properly belong to the FBI, 

Would you have any objection to the same thing that is 
being done, some of the same things being done by the 
Committee, being performed by the FBI2 

I certainly would object to the FBI holding hearings 
or becoming a propaganda agency because I think that's 
not the function of any police agency. In a police 
state that happens, but we live $n a democracy and it 
shouldn't happen here. 

Alright, let me ask Dr. PAPP, then, would it be 
objectionable from your standpoint. Dr. PAPP, if the 
FBI were left alone to handle this communist menace 
rather than the method used by the House Un-American 
Activities Committee? 
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PAPP: The aims, the powers, the duties of Un-American 

Activities. Committee is entirely different from that 
of FBI. The Committee on Un-American Activities are 
as a whole or by sub-committees, is authorized to make 
from time to time investigations of first, the extent, 
character and objects of un-American propaganda 
activities in the United States. Secondly,, the diffusion 
within the United States of subversive and un-American 
propaganda that is instigated from foreign countries or 
of a domestic origin and attacks the principle, mind 
you, of the form of government as guaranteed by our 
Constitution, and thirdly, all other questions in 
relation that would aid Congress in any necessary remedial 
legislation. Mind .you, this Committee, any American who 
feels that he is punished by appearing before Un-American 
Activities Committee is somehow a frustrated American 
because if he really has nothing, nothing to do with 
this subversive activities in the United States coming 
from the foreign country, I don’t see how he can be 
hurt. 

DONNER: Where have you been in the past ten years? You admitted 

before that there were people that were hurt, but you 
said they were hurt by communism aid that’s ridiculous. 

PAPP: You know, indeed, because I know of so many individuals 

who went to the Un-American Activities Committee and they 
are in fact heroes today and they were harrassed by the 
communists because they honestly declared that they are 
not any more the communists and they give testimony 
what is the position of the communist on the youth, on 
various aspects of our life. 

DONNER: You seriously deny that hundreds of people have been 

harrassed, have lost their Jobs, have been driven with 
violence out of plants and shops, have been blacklisted, 
because Bhey appeared before, ..You deny that? 

PAPP: No, I don’t deny that there might have been mistakes 

committed, but I want you to know that most of those 
people who do not have anything to, who are loyal American 
citizens, they don’t have to fear anything from Un- 
American Activities Committee because this Committee 
is taking very seriously this law of our nation and as 
long as you are distrusting that agency you are dis- 
trusting our lawmaking, our Congress. 
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A lawyer told me once, and I say there* s an application 
here. Let me just throw this out to be kicked around by 
anyone, AL, or DR. PAPP or Mr. DONNER, that he would 
rather see 100 guilty men go free than see one innocent 
man convicted. Is there an application here perhaps? 

The Un-American Activities Committee does not convict 
people, does not send them to jail, does not have any 
function of courts. It just help us to understand better 
the conspiracy of communism which is a part of our life 
and will remain with us as long as there is a communist 
empire in existence. And therefore this Un-American 
Activities Committee *s primary function is to alert the 
majority, the 95 percent of American people to the 
dangers we are facing, and I don’t doubt that in crisis 
these 10,000 communists would do a tremendous damage to 
this nation with the help of their stooges who do not 
understand what the nature of communism is. 

And with the FBI’s undercover agents who have infiltrated 
them. Now you see you have made one serious error when 
you say that the House Committee doesn’t find anybody 
guilty. That’s precisely what It does. It directs its 
powers and its process against individuals* What happened 
here in Cleveland when they had these hearings? It 
actually released the names of the subpoenaed people 
in advance, many of them lost their jobs, and one victim 
had previously been victimized the year before by a 
similar leak of his name. So don’t tell me that the 
House Committee is merely conducting an impartial 
investigation into facts. As a matter of fact, what 
new facts did it get, I’d like to ask you, what new 
fact did this Cleveland investigation give the House 
Committee that it hadn’t uncovered before. 

Mr. DONNER, I would not sacrifice the freedom of 95 
percent Americans to protect few who might have been 
even hurt in the process. 

So you don’t even agree with the basic American principle 
that you shouldn’t hurt even one person, 

I wouldn’t use American principles to protect those 
who sold themselves as a foreign agent.

Well, you're just condemning them in advance, which 
is in violation of another principle. 

How do you want to find out the man is suspect, that 
he is an agent of a foreign power, he is a communist? 

How do you expect the public of the United States to 
find out. Do you want really the right of FBI to do 
and persecute the man or should he have a chance to 
really declare himself? 

I don't think that the House Committee and its members 
are in any way equipped to make the kind of political 
judgments you're taMng about. 

Mr. DONNER... 

I think these people are extreme in their premises. You 
see, you talk about communists, but to the House Committee 
half the country are communists. 

Mr. DONNER, in our nation the man is innocent until 
proven guilty. 

Unless he’s called by the House Committee... 

Until he is prove guilty. And then it's up to him,- up 
to the Committee, up to the whole nation to prove the 
man guilty, then he is guilty. In the Soviet Union is 
a man guilty as soon as he is identified as an enemy 
of the people? 

Well, well I, well... 

So you see we have principles. 

Well, I'm suggesting to you that we find people guilty. 

The House Committee finds people guilty without a 
hearing and on the basis of the most distorted and false 
standards conceivable. 

Mr. DONNER, you know... 

And I think if you made an intensive investigation of 
what the House Committee does and the kind of people 
it subpoenas and what happens to them, more lives have 
been ruined by this Committee, more people have suffered 
the most horrible psychological injury as well as economic 
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injury than any single organ of government in our 
time. And for you to tell me about all these 
principles which the House Committee should observe 
in practice but always ignores, why you’re Just talking 
about something... 

I Just say it is. not up to you or to me or any 
individual citizen to decide the destiny of the Un~ 
American Activities Committee. It is up to the Congress. 

Oh how wrong you are. As long as I have a breath to 
breathe I’m going to tell my Congressman and I going to 
tell my friends and my neighbors that this is a bad 
Committee. This is a democracy... 

Very good, very good. 

As a matter of fact Congress frequently passes many bad 
laws, as you know. 

I know. 

And I say that this is one of the most degradiously 
bad laws ever passed. Congress passed a fugitive slave 
law. No one is proud of that. There are many laws that 
Congress passes. Our legislators are not gods. What 
they say is not endowed with a supernatural infalibility. 

What about the First and Fifth Amendments? Now how does 
this fit into this? Suppose someone refuses to answer on 
the grounds of taking the protection offered by the . 

First and Fifth Amendments. And is there not a pall of 
guilt over them by refusing to answer? Dr. PAPP? 

I would simply say that a decent American who is not 
frustrated about formalities would not have any diffi- 
culty going before any committee, and 95 percent of 
Americans would not have any problem. 

What if they do take the Fifth Amendment? 

They take the Amendment, it is a part of our law, they 
have the right to it and then we have to prove their 
guilt somehow through evidence and this is what is being 
done . 

Oh, no, it's part of our law and the Supreme Court has 
so ruled that when a person pleads the Fifth Amendment 
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no inferrence of guilt can be drawn from it. Now 
you have proceeded on the premise that somehow when 
a person takes the Fifth Amendment he is guilty of 
something. You suggested that he is a foreign agent 
and in the same breath you profess dedication to our 
Constitution and our democracy, well, itfs part of our 
democracy. 

PAPP: Mr. DONNER, knowing the communist *s philosophy I 

know they would do anything in order to protect thems&ves. 

DONNER: But you said people should be convicted by evidence, 

not by what you know. 

PAPP: Anything, but the communists would protect themselves 

by the very law they want to destroy. This is our 
problem. -I don't know how to solve all this problem. 

DONNER: But what you get back to is- that you've made an out-of- 

hand condemnation of these people and what you've said 
is they deserve what happens to them even though the 
Committee abuses its power. 

(End of first tape). 
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The Supreme Court has decided, that the Subversive 
Activities Control Act of 1950* on its face, is not 
unconstitutional. It said in that decision we are not 
concerned with the wisdom of that law, we are merely 
concerned with its constitutionality. Then the question 
was raised as to whether or not the compulsory regis- 
tration features of the law, the law that requires the 
Communist Party to register and Communist Party members 
to register, is invalid under the Fifth Amendment as 
a violation of the privilege against self -incrimination. 
The Supreme Court on that point ruled that it would only 
decide that question when an actual registration order 
was in effect. That registration order subsequently 
issued and there is now on the brink of a series of 
court cases, the second question, namely, whether or not 
this compulsory registration act is' in violation of the 
law and, contrary to what Dr. PAPP has said, the Supreme 
Court has explicitly said it is not a violation of the 
law to be a communist or to be a member of the Communist 
Party, and athorities have agreed that to .outlaw the 
Communist Party, you know, in toto, would £&-in violation 
of the First Amendment. The Supreme Court has so said. 

Well, on this specific point then, as I stated. Dr. 

PAPP what do you say? 

Well, I have a feeling that Mr. DONNER is, of course, 
right, legalistic grounds. The Communist Party of the 
United States was found guilty of being an agency of the 
foreign power and as such. . . 

Found guilty by whom? 

By Supreme Court. 

Oh, that isn’t true, you’re entirely mistaken. The 
Supreme Court expressly said we are not ruling on the 
merits, we merely rule that the statute is not 
constitutional. 

But the ruling was based on the investigation that this 
is the case. Because if the Communist Party would have 
declared itself to be national American party without 
having any ties with a foreign power there would be 
absolutely no case. 

This seems to be the basic disagreement then. 
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There would he no case. 

Oh, you're mistaken. 

I don't believe Supreme Court or Un-American Activities 
Committee would. . . 

Are you saying that the Supreme Court outlawed the 
Communist Party? 

No, I don't say, just identified it as such, that after 
all there is some truth to it that the Communist Party ifc 
a link between foreign power and the movement in America. 

Now you may know all about KHRUSHCHEV and all about things 
he's doing, but I think I know what the Supreme Court ha& 
been doing. 

Why do they persecute the Communist Party then? 

And I explained to you that all that the Supreme Court 
ruled was that the findings are not in conflict with the 
First Amendment, but the Supreme Court did not rule, as 
we lawyers. say, on the merits. 

Do they have to, do they have to rule? 

Ultimately it' will have to rule on them. 

But in the meantime, what happens? 

In the meantime there ’ s a registration procedure and 
that registration procedure is being resisted. 

But it is law. 

Oh it is law. 

This is the point, I think, then, that can resolve the 
conflict, that as lpng as it is law and as long as, 
again, let me state the second part of this, is the 
Communist Party not dedicated to the overthrow of the 
government of the United States. Do we know this to 
be fact or. not? 

I don't think Mr. DONNER would agree with that. 
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PAPP: Is not dedicated? 

MORGAN: I'm asking this. 

JAMES: That seems to be the basic disagreement here. 

DONNER: Well, you mean is dedicated to the overthrow, you know, 

that these people are committed to violence now? 

MORGAN: Right. 

DONNER: Well, the answer is no. I don't agree with that and I 

don't think that any Marxist scholar would agree to it. 

JAMES: How about eventually if not now. 

DONNER: Well, of course, the communists have a doctrine which 

has been changed many times. You know this thing is 
not a static business. We've had Stalinism, we've had 
KHRUSHCHEV, we now have a tremendous conflict among 
communists about what their doctrine is or isn't, with 
of course this big conflict between the Chinese and the 
Russians. Now I don't, my impression is, and I concede 
that I'm not an expert, is that communist doctrine has 
drastically changed and they insist that they can come 
into power by peaceful means. So that I would deny, you 
see, that there is any judgment that can be made today 
on the basis of what the communists say and do; that 
they pose a threat to. our government. 

MORGAN: Dr. PAPP, let me ask you about this, 

PAPP: The long-range objectives of the communists is the over- 

throw, violent or peaceful, of the constitutional govern- 
ment of the United States. The method might change. 

The aim remains the same. And this was restated at the 
20th, 21st, 22nd Party Congress in Moscow. i* 

DONNER: But Dr. PAPP... 

PAPP: , , inhere other communists from the United States partici- 

pated. Hence the long-range objective is and they say 
and they indeed are very specific that this might be a 
violent overthrow or peaceful. If the people of the 
United States will surrender then there is ho risk to the 
communist* y®U see* If they will have to use the violent 
overthrow of the government then it is a risk to the 
communist world, hence they would prefer peaceful change. 
I hope that we will recognize that there are those long- 
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range objectives which already led to the occupation 
and of the terrorization of one billion people in the 
world and the method to be used to get the United States... 

DONNER: But they said, have they not, that they invisage the 

possibility of peaceful change. I thought that you said 
that . 

PAPP: Of course, I say this, and hence no risk to them. The 

violent overthrow would. . , 

MORGAN: What about the American Communist Party? 

PAPP: The American Communist Party consistently followed the 

advice from Moscow, and those communists who might have 
disagreed with STALIN and now with KHRUSHCHEV are 
immediately removed from the leading positions. 

DONNER: Well, of course, KHRUSHCHEV and STALIN didn't agree with, 

each other, did they? 

PAPP: Not during STALIN'S life, they did agree. 

DONNER : But after . 

PAPP: Well that man is no more dangerous, you know, you can 

disagree with a dead man, always. 

MORGAN: Let me throw something else now here,' we have Just a 

! ' few moments left here on this discussion. Again, 

referring to your book, Mr. PRANK DONNER, ^Sffihe Un~Americans" 
on page 35 » and this is only Involved in our discussion 
because it involves a person who is a member of the House 
Un-American Activities Committee, not a member, but he 
was the head during this time and I think the people 
involved in this Committee really are of concern to us 
because it's the people who make up the Committee. Let 
me Just see what discussion we can get going on this 
quote, it was made in 1950. Mr. VELDE of Illinois, I 
believe, who was then the head of the Committee. They 
were talking about library services, there was a bill 
before the Congress apparently; library service in rural 
areas. Mr. VELDE opposed this because, and now this 
will all be quoted now Educating Americans through the 
means of the library service could bring about a change 
of their political attitude quicker than any other method. 
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The basis of communism and socialistic influence is 
education of the people. If we are opposed to socialism 
in America as we say we are,, we must all conscientiously 
oppose this bill. 

If it is true it's a sheer nonsense. 

Well of course it's true, and this Chairman VELDE simply 
reflects the thinking of these people who see communism 
in libraries, in universities, among the youth, among 
the people who are churchgoers, and who believe in the 
social gospel, they see communism all over because they 
say, well why should we wait until someone has all of 
the characteristics of communist belief, let's move now. 
Remember it was VELDE who subpoenaed President TRUMAN 
and who subpoenaed then Chief Justice CLARKi Now this 
is the kind, you see, of expansion and distortion of 
this concept of communism. . . 

Well, I think this is a ... 

ii. which really has made. the Committee such a menace to 
American freedom. 

31 think this is a point that you mentioned. Alright Mr. 
TRUMAN was subpoenaed. Well he refused, did he not. He 
had the freedom to refuse... 

Of course, because, he had Executive immunity. 

How about Mr. BURNS? He also refused. 

Of course, but the point is that the ordinary fellow 
who'se subpoenaed doesn't have that kind of immunity. 

He can't... 

I couldn't refuse? 

You certainly couldn't. If you're subpoenaed you can go 
to jail. You'd have a choice, but you can go to jail 
in refusing because you'd be in contempt of the Committee 
and many people have gone to jail. There's a current 
case now of HARVEY O'CONNOR who was subpoenaed or refused 
to go and is now being tried for contempt. 

They were sent to jail after court procedure, however, 
and I would like to say to stress that there was a case 
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in Detroit where five communists were sentenced to 
five years in our American prisons and were given an 
optinn to go to the Soviet Union, they preferred our 
prisons . 

But that has nothing to do with what we are talking about. 

Nothing to do, of course not. Let me just say I wish 
that those people who are dedicated to preserve our free 
institutions would be as dedicated as the communists are 
to the promotion of the communist slavery. I would be 
satisfied. 

X would agree with you a hundred percent. 

I can’t believe it. 

( laughter ) 

I agree that what we’re lacking in this country is a 
more deep-rooted dedication to the ideals of freedom 
and a great disregard of the extent to which, in practice, 
we violate our ideals of freedom. 
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May I first get your permission* Dr. MICHAEL PAPP* to 
use the tape we’re about to do on the air and broadcast 
same? 

Yes* indeed. 

And Mr. FRANK DONNER* may we have your permission to use 
the following tape on the air? 

Certainly. 

(silence) 

Right now on Program PM* something that we ever so often 
get ourselves in* not a formal debate or anything like 
that. We’re not going to have answers and then two 
minutes for someone else to reply. Just let’s call it 
a good American discussion type program coming up right 
now. And we’re going to be concerning ourselves pri- 
marily with the activities of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee. And there’ll be many by-products 
of this discussion. Discussing it with^me-Jwill be Mr. 
FRANK DONNER* who wrote the book "The Un-Americans"* and 
who has been a counsel for a number of years for the CIO 
and is also an attorney and who specializes in civil 
liberties and has tried many cases involving the First 
Amendment. And also discussing this will be Dr. MICHAEL 
PAPP* whom you’ve heard on Program PM several times 
before* last year with our "Patterns in Red" series. 

Dr, PAPP is the Head of the Institute for Soviet Studies 
at John Carroll University. And also* AL JAMES of 
Program PM* taking the part that I’m sort of taking in 
a way* just an American citizen concerned with the 
activities of any arm of our government. Now just to 
get it rolling let me ask first if everyone would just 
agree in principle that we need not have any two minute 
statements and two minute answers and let’s just talk, 
and if we come to blows* well we’re all about four-five 
feet from each other and I don’t think we’ll have that 
problem. Alright? 

Fine. 

I think that will work out. 

Mr, DONNER* I spent a good part of last night and the 
wee hours of this morning reading your book and I found 
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%t quite disturbing to this degree. That if true, 
if all the charges, and I didn’t finish the book, 

X didn’t have time, but I read about a third of it and 
skimmed the rest of it, if the charges in here are true, 

I think that I or anyone else would be a little disturbed 
at the suppression of freedom. Now let me take it from 
there. Is this your feeling? Do you feel that freedoms 
are being suppressed? 

Yes, X do, and I suppose that really gets to the core of 
my concern about the Committee and why I wrote the book 
in the first place. You know we fill the airwaves of 
the world with boasts of how free we are. We stockpile 
missiles in the name of freedom. We develop new refine- 
ments of nuclear weaponry, all in the name of freedom. 

And yet, I believe we’re as unfree as rarely before. I 
think there is a growing gap between our professions and 
our practices. We don’t do at home all the glowing 
things that we say we stand for abroad. And of course 
I believe that one of the prime, although of course, 
not the exclusive cause or sources of this pervasive 
kind of restraint is the House Committee and what it has 
done. Now at an appropriate time I’d like to document 
that. 

Well, let’s start the appropriate time right now. 

(silence) 

Alright, let’s get this record straight then. I was 
going to save it for later, but since you mentioned it, 

Mr. DONNER. One of the things that you’re opposed to 
is the lack of an opportunity for a person to really 
face the accusers and give their own answers. Let me 
tell you what I’ve been up against for the past day. When 
I first knew that you were going to visit us on Program 
PM, first I heard: Well, he appeared before a committee,* 

he was an admitted communist; he was an admitted former 
communist. Then, and trying to get people to appear with 
you so that we could have an intelligent conversation 
because I certainly am not qualified to take either side 
of this dssue, I ran across arguments like this: Would 

you, Mr. Blank, join us in a round table discussion about 
the Un-American Activities Committee? I won’t appear 
on the same show with that red, or that commie. This is 
what I’ve been faced with. These are the things that 
are being said. Now let me ask you as they would in the 
committees we’re talking about. Are you now or have you 
ever been a member of the Communist Party? 
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You see, I think that’s a grossly improper question 
and I’ll tell you why. You see, I think that Americans 
have become as a result of all this hysteria, a nation 
of finger pointers. We are not interested in hearing 
an argument. We’re interested in either hurling or 
dodging epithets, and this to me is the reverse of 
democracy. We don’t - in our society we protect the 
right of dissent. The right to dissent, the right to 
give expression to your views, doesn’t depend on the 
identity of the speaker. It would be a terrible thing, 
would it not, if before anybody had access to the mass 
media he had to swear an oath of political loyalty, or 
he had to affirm that he was a hundred fifty percent 
patriotic American. We don’t do that. As a matter of 
fact there was a time in our country when people who 
were forced to identify themselves were harrassed and 
stoned and beaten so that we make a sharp distinction 
^between the right to speak and the right to hold your 
political views in private. As a matter of fact, you know 
very well that the right to, that participating in 
elections is protected by the cloak of anonymity and 
privacy. That you receive many publications, I know I 
do, that are wrapped in plain brown wrappers, so that 
other people won’t know what you think or what you 
believe. 

I’m surprised that you read those magazines. 

No, the point is that I don’t think a man’s politics 
is anybody's business. 

Alright, let me make this statement, then. When you're 
asked this before a Committee like that and if you answer 
or refuse to answer, there is automatically an aura of 
guilt. But the difference in my asking, I think, is 
that most portions of Program PM, it is tape recorded, 
and I will always give any person the right to request 
that that portion, that question, that entire area be 
taken and clipped out with a pair of scissors. Now 
we’ll give you that option, would you rather we take this 
whole last portion out? 

Oh, not at all. 

And you still do not want to answer? 

Well, I think it is irrelevant. 
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Not for any other reason? 

As a matter of fact the public record shows that I 
denied this under oath. But that's not the point. 

This is what I wanted you to say. 

That's not the point. See* the point is that I think 
and the reaction of people whom you asked to appear on 
the program illustrated what- I mean. People say we are 
for or against the House Un-American Activities 
Committee, but we don't want to argue with Mr. DONNER 
because we think he’s unclean. Now to me this is 
barbaric, and as a matter of fact it mocks our pretensions 
of freedom when we present ourselves to the world as a 
free people and yet we have these terribly fear-ridden 
modes conducting discussion. This just doesn't make 
sense to me. 

(silence) 

On Program PM, discussing "The Un-Americans", the 
activities of the Un-American Activities Committee, 
the House Un-American Activities Committee, we're just 
involved in a discussion of some of the activities of 
the Committee. I would like to find out something, 
though, first, from Mr. DONNER. We’ve heard a lot 
about the Walter-McCarran Act. Now, I bring this up 
because - is Mr. WALTER still the head of this Committee? 

He’s head of the Immigration .Sub-Committee of the House 
Judiciary Committee, and one of the co-sponsors of the 
Walter-McCarran Act. 

Now who is the current -head of the Un-American Activities 
Committee now? 

Chairman WALTER, he’s head of both. 

That’s what I thought, yes. What is this Walter- 
McCarran Act? What does it provide? 

Well, it is a newly enacted, recently newly, it's been 
on the books for about nine or ten years, law which 
places political tests on immigration and inposes rather 
what people have called a racial origin test on quotas 
of people coming in here, and this law, by the way, has 
been widely denounced. As a matter of fact. Cardinal 
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CUSHING, whom no one could accuse, of course, of being 
a communist, said that it's a fascist law. It adopts' 
the fascist principle of race. Now this is the product 
of the same man and the same mind, you see, who runs this 
House Un-American Activities Committee. 

But has not this man been accused of being soft on 
fascism. 

Who? 

WALTER, the whole Committee, Soft on fascism, hard on 
communism. 

(silence) 

X would like to add some fuel to this in just a moment, 
but first we have to pause for this message. 

(silence) 

Mr. DONNER, I know you have a reply to this, I would 
like to add a question of my own, perhaps, and put this 
to both of you. In your book you bring out the fact 
that the purpose for which the Un-American Activities 
Committee was founded is one of duplicity in a way that 
we already have the FBI and agencies such as that, I 
imagine others, who are supposed to be doing the very 
same job except on a more official status than is being 
done by the Un-American Activities Committee. Would 
you kind of agree with that and add to whatever you were 
going to say? 

Well, you see, the purpose of the FBI is primarily law 
enforcement and counter espionage. It*s the function 
of the FBI is to investigate whether a crime has been 
committed and to determine whether there are in our 
country potential spies and saboteurs. That's clearly 
within their authority. 

(silence) 

Let me ask you this - OK, go on. 

What would happen in the Un-American Activities 
Committee were disbanded tomorrow? Dr. PAPP, would 
the e-ommunist conspiracy then grow to the point... 
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I don't know if it would grow. I would say that the 
function of the Un-American Activities Committee would 
have to be taken over by some other agency... 

Well, the FBI, as we said before... 

.iito look into the matter. FBI feels that it cannot 
take over the function of supervising the un-American 
propaganda in this country. They have to stick to the 
problems, they have plenty of work to do. And they 
cannot supervise also these activities. You would be 
surprised how these elements in our society would then 
shout if it would not be legislature, if it would be 
FBIi In fact the whole - when you take a position 
against Un-American Activities Committee necessarily 
you are taking cause against FBIi You know, this goes 
parallel, as far as I can Judge. 

Mr. DONNER. 

I feel first that it would be a wonderful thing for our 
whole country if this Committee were abolished, that 
we would again regain a national equilibrium of freedom 
and tolerance. We wouldn't be looking for reds under 
every bed. We wouldn't arm the fanatical ultra-rights 
with these tracks. We wouldn't give them a voice in 
Congress. We would abolish the practice of surveilling 
innocent people and keeping dosiers on them. I think it 
would be a landmark in the restoration of our freedom 
if the House Committee were abolished. 

You think the Communist Party would then grow? 

I don't think, I think that under our system a political 
movement grows or fails on the basis of its appeal to 
people and what the implication of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee is is that we can't trust people to 
choose or reject communism and we need an agency of 
government to repress a political movement and political 
ideas. Now this to me is in fundamental conflict with 
the values by which we're supposed to live as a people. 
And to me I hope the day will come soon when Americans 
will realize that in order to be free you can't have 
governmental restraints on political ideas. 

We just have about one minute left for this. We would 
like to record another session. But in the one minute 
left, since we started with you, Mr. DONNER, I’d like 
to give Dr. PAPP a chance. 
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PAPP: Mr. DONNER, you just made- -a very good point because I 

wanted to know if this Un-American Activities Committee 
would* be abolished you would have a tremendous increase 
of ultra-right movements in America who would take upon 
themselves to charge the problem about communism., and 
certainly you would like to avoid that, because here at 
least we have a guarantee that the legislators are 
doing their best not to harm the citizens who are voting 
for them, voting for them, for the Congress. If this 
is abolished, you have in every community two-three 
movements which would take upon themselves the role of 
arbitrator and also this would increase the vigilante 
movements and it would be very, very bad for this country. 

MORGAN: I f m sure there f s a lot more to say on both sides and I 

think the last hour here on Program PM has been a sort 
of America in practice as far as freedom of speech. 

¥e‘ve certainly had freedom of speech for this last hour 
and tomorrow night on Program PM we‘11 be discussing this 
same topic further, the Un-American Activities Committee, 
the function, purpose, operation thereof, and also as 
it cannot help but be a part of it, the subject of 
communism. And this evening on this discussion Dr. PAPP 
from the Institute for Soviet Studies at John Carroll 
University, Dr. MICHAEL PAPP, I should say, and Mr. PRANK 
DONNER, the author of the book "The Un-Americans", and 
also noted attorney and for many years consultant with 
the ClOj and AL JAMES of KYW Program PM, joining me on 
this discussion. 

(end) 
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MORGAN: If you were with us last night on Program PM, you know 

we were discussing the activities of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee and the springboard, so to speak, 
for discussion concerned the charges, accusations, etc. 
made in the book called "The Un-Americans" written by 
Mr. PRANK J. DONNER, who has been, had been for a number 
of years a consultant, legal consultant, to the CIO, 
and has been a practicing attorney for a large number 
of years, and also on our panel was Dr. MICHAEL PAPP, the 
Head of the Institute of Soviet Studies at John Carroll 
University, and KYW’s AL JAMES. And it’s just sort of 
an informal discussion. And to get this underway let me 
sort of springboard this now. I’m thinking of two 
writers down through the years, one of them back in the 
1780s by the name of THOMAS PAINE, who wrote a book 
called "Common Sense." I’m thinking of another writer, 
to bring it close to home right here to Cleveland, a man 
at the end of the last century whose offsprings and 
several generations have been big newspaper people, the 
BELLAMY family. EDWARD BELLAMY, who wrote "Looking 
Backwards" and was considered at the time very extremely 
socialistic. The book was, and yet we see that in that 
book the things he talked about, most of them have come 
true, this is the system and the way we 1 re living this 
day, but at the time, again bringing up the point in 
reference to the time in which we’re living, this man 
was considered to be quite dangerous. Now both of 
these writers, let’s just throw it on the table, might 
it not be in years to come that people who are considered 
radical today might have been right? I’m asking. Mr. 
DONNER? 

DONNER: Well, of course, history is full of examples of people 

who were pilloried in their own time and who were 
subsequently vindicated. We don’t have any way of so 
accurately measuring truth that we can afford ever to 
deny a voice to the people we disagree with because 
today’s dissenters may well be the voice of the majority 
tomorrow. And what gives our society its special 
dynamism is precisely that, precisely because we try to 
make room for the people who are not in conformity with 
all the values, in the premises of their time. What I 
feel though is that we always think that our time is 
different. I’m sure this was true of all other ages. 

This notion which is very current today that, as one 
scholar put it, the present isn’t history. That somehow 
we live in a special emergency period during which all 
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bets are off, all the traditional rules by which our 
society has agreed to govern itself have somehow to 
be modified or abrogated, and I don’t think anyone can 
deny that this kind of thinking is very much in the air. 
This kind of thinking that we live in a time of such 
special peril that we’re so menaced by our political 
environment, if you will, that we can’t afford the luxury 
of tolerating the non-conformist and the dissenter. 

How about Germany back in the thirties when a small- band 
of Nazis enslaved a whole nation. How do you make that 
fit in with your philosophy? 

Well, you see HITLER also managed to create the feeling, 
you see, that the times were too threatening to permit 
the expression of dissent. 

Well, don’t you think that the German government should 
have taken steps at the time to nip this Nazi movement 
in the bud. Or do you think it would have been wrong... 

I think that what happened, of course, in the Nazi 
movement, and I’m sure Dr. PAPP will agree, the Nazi 
movement was a movement which was based on violence, 
not as an ideological premise but as an immediate direct 
tactic. The putsch, you know, the thrown bomb, the 
provacation, these were the bywords of Nazi political 
behavior . 

I don’t think that’s the question AL meant, though, and 
I think perhaps the answer might be that the structure 
of the government was not as well suited as the structure 
of our government is to prevent something like that. 

Would you perhaps agree with that in answer to AL’s' 
question? 

Well, the Weimar Republic certainly was a weak govern- 
ment. 

It wasn’t the structure. 

Now I think that here is a very good point worth your 
stressing. That here is an example where the majority 
of the people didn’t care one way or another, and they 
listened to these slogans of the minority which were 
identified with the wishful thinking of the people and 
they failed to understand that once Nazi dictatorship 
is established they will be silenced. In fact I would 
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say that intellectuals in Germany were guilty of non- 
committal position. They did not want to take a stand 
against this movement as our intellectuals in the 
United States sometimes fail to take a stand against 
the totalitarian-minded movement of communist. This 
is very., there is a similarity. 

(many voices at once at this point) 

PAINE: Returning to PAINE and BELLAMY, I would say that both 

of these writers somehow reflect the peaceful change, 
and indeed 20th Century is different from 19th Century. 

This is one of the reasons that communism does not appeal 
any more to so many people because 20th Century 
demonstrated clearly that man, who possessed the means 
of production, is also willing to compromise and to 
really, to establish a society where all share and where 
all have a decent living standard. I would say that 20th 
Century demonstrated that human beings are capable, if 
they want, to improve conditions without revolutionary 
upheavals. And those people did not advocate revolutionary 
changes by force. Communists do. And the Nazis did. 

DONNER: I just want to add one thing to this discussion of 

the Nazi background. The Nazi, the German government 
and its experiences with democracy were relatively 
fragile. There wasn’t a strong tradition of democracy 
in Germany. The republic in its various aspects had come 
into being with BISMARCK and the Germans have always been 
or certainly parts of the German people have always 
been politically infatuated with authoritarianism, and 
so I think that HITLER’S seed fell on relatively fertile 
soil. It was a kind of doctrine which did not shock 
Germans because they had no strong dedication to demo- 
cracy. I’ll go along with what Dr. PAPP said about the 
apathy, but I would like to add that we’re watching the 
spread of a similar and frightening apathy in our own 
country. I feel that there are many people who are 
disturbed about the increasing shrinkage of freedom in 
the way we run our government and in the way our 
institutions operate. 

MORGAN: But is there really a shrinkage of freedom, though, 

and thinking back over this very same country we’re 
talking about, namely ours, has not this little, thing 
known as a vote, I mean when the country was first started 
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how few, I was reading the other day the figures, in 
the lower thousands, three or four thousand people 
were allowed to vote, only this very small minute 
minority. Well has this not been expanded rather than 
withdrawn, as you say? 

Well, of course, suffrage has been expanded, but let me 
give you an instance of something that disturbed me all 
the way back in New York and which I don't think caused 
a particular stir here, and that is the censorship issue 
at Ohio State University. Here, you recall last year, 
certain speakers were barred from the campus on the say-so 
of the president of the university. Now this was shock- 
ing to me and shocking to many of the academic people 
that I associate with, that in a university which is 
supposedly the best haven of freedom, academic freedom, 
that the authorities should assert the right to shield 
the students from speakers which were regarded by the 
authorities as dangerous or subversive. 

Who were the speakers, may I ask? 

The speakers, there were three speakers, and one of them 
was a graduate student from the University of California 
named BERTON WHITE i 

What were their axes to grind? This is the main thing. 

Well, alright, they were going to speak, I think, I’m 
not sure of this, as I recall it they were going to 
speak about the House Committee, Then there was a man 
named CLARK FORMAN, who is the head of an organization 
called the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee. And a 
fellow named PHILIP ABBOTT LUCE, who was FORMAN'S 
assistant and had formerly been a graduate student at 
the university. 

Do- -these organizations still use the words of the 
Un-American Activities Committee quote red fronts end 
quote? 

Well, no. You see within the praisy premises of this 
whole security business and. classification, the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee was never on the Attorney 
General's 3ist. It was never found to be a communist 
front by any government agency. It was never found to 
be a communist front by the House Committee itself, you 
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see, and on the basis of that fact the president of 
a great American university said I don't trust these 
people to speak on the campus, that they should be 
shielded from this kind of talk. They're not intellectr 
ually mature enough and, I think I'm quoting him now, to 
hear their talk. He didn't know what they were going to 
say. And by the way, the head of the organization had 
denied under oath that he was a communist. That is Mr. 
FORMAN. Now, and this just to me is a reflection. The 
fact that it happened is bad enough, 1 but the fact that 
there shouldn't have been a state-wide movement of 
protest that you don't do this kind of thing in a 
university was deeply disturbing to me. 

Dr. PAPP. 

Was there a state-wide movement when the Hungarian 
intellectuals were masacred and hanged, was there a 
state-wide movement when Cuba became an arsenal of 
communists, and so on? I would say this, I do not 
completely agree with the position taken by the president 
of Ohio University. I do, however, feel that he as 
the president has the responsibility for his university, 
and he judged. He didn't say that he would prevent them 
from talking. He said that he would not allow the 
communists to present their distorted views on the 
communist world to the young minds who do not have an 
opportunity to really know the reality behind the slogans 
they are using. 

Are you suggesting that there was proof that any of these 
people were communists? I don't concede for a moment.. , 

He didn’t identify the persons. He said that... 

Well, I know who the persons were, you know who they 
were. 

One second, Mr. DONNER, yes, but you see here is the 
situation. He said he would not allow communists. 

Why did these individuals immediately jump the guns. 

Were they guilty of belonging to the Communist Party? 

Oh, you’re, I'm sorry. With all due respect to you, you 
have misstated the facts, I've made a study of the 
file and I know what happened. Dr, FAUCET, thd president 
of the university, did not say that these people were 
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communists. He simply said that first that Dr. FORMAN 
was head of an organisation which had been condemned 
by the House Committee. 

That ' s what X mean. He didn't say that they are 
communists. 

So why di<^ he bar them from the campus then. Why did 
he bar them from the campus. 

He probably had an information that they might be 
communists. 

That they might be communists? 

Well maybe he had documentary evidence that they were. 

Well he never produced it. You know this to me shows 
what a dangerous pass we've come to when one man can 
decide what other people ought to hear, not on the basis 
of anything that is publicly known but on the basis of 
what to speculate he might have thought. 

Mr, DONNER, you are using legalistic methods too often. 

I would say this, that these are little problems and 
they can be solved in a free discussion.' We are talking 
about the basic problem, the challenge to our liberty 
by communism, and if I may return to the difference or 
similarity between Naziism and communism, the only 
difference in practice and in philosophy between Naziism 
and communism is that Naziism endorsed racial concepts, 
the communists are endorsing the so-called international- 
ist concept, but they kill the individual who wants to 
be free the same way. They are dead, both are dead. 

You see, I don't agree. 

I would like to go beyond definition of terms now, 
we mentioned fascism and communism. Let me ask you this, 
Mr, DONNER, incorporate if you can with the answer. 

I think we have to get in the remaining minutes we have 
left back to a rock-bottom basic question of all of 
this. E^en though we* re talking about the Un-American 
Activities Committee., communism has entered into it so 
much. We're dealing with, as you say, I quote your 
figures of yesterday, approximately; or Mr. HOOVER ' s 
figures of yesterday, 10,000 communists in America. 
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Alright, let me ask you this,, though, in order to 
clarify Dr. PAPP’s stand that after all these people 
are dedicated to Moscow. Now are we not all in agree- 
ment on the fact that the Supreme Court has decided 
that it is against the law that a person cannot belong 
to a party dedicated to the overthrow of the American 
government. Now is this right so far? 

No. 

It is not, alright correct me. 

(silence) 

Since after the last hour and half of talking I heard 
the word agree, I think we cannot find a better note to 
end on. This has been for the last two evenings on 
Program PM a discussion on the Un-American Activities 
Committee and by virtue of the fact you can hardly talk N 
about this Committee without talking about communism 
in general, and the members of the discussion panel have 
been Mr. PRANK DONNER, the author of the book "The 
Un- Americans" and Dr. MICHAEL PAPP, the Head of the 
Institute for Soviet Studies at John Carroll University, 
and KYW's AL JAMES. This is PM. 
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the Soviets made no explanation concerning their inquiry with / 
regard to DONNER. ,jj, ^

The committee finds that the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee, established 
in 1951, although representing itself 
as a non-Communist group, actually 
operates as a front for the Communist 
Party. It has repeatedly assisted, by 
means of funds and legal aid. Communists 
involved in Smith Act violations and 
similar legal proceedings. One of its 
chief activities has been and still is 
the dissemination of voluminous Communist 
propaganda material . 1 

’PRANK WILKINSON was called as a witness 
when he appeared in Atlanta as a represent- 
ative of the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee to propagandize against the 
Committee on Un-American Activities and 
to protest its hearings . In 1956 WILKINSON 
was identified as a Communist Party member 
by a former FBI undercover agent within the 
party. Summoned at that time to answer 
the allegation, his reply to all questions 
was, "I am answering no questions of this 
committee." This also became his stock 
reply to questions when he appeared during 
the Atlanta hearings. * * * WILKINSON has 
since been convicted of contempt of Congress 
and sentenced to one year in jail.’

This brief led to the 
writing of “The Un-Americans.” 1 
About the book, the Capital 
Times said, “The Un- Americans 
should be in the possession of 
fjvery American able to read U$d 
willing to read more than the of- 
ten biased accounts he may find 
*m his newspaper.” 

S OTHER PRAISE from diverge 
sources cited the book as, among 
other things, “a courageous serv- 
ice,” (New York Post); <f a bril- 
liant case against HUAC,” (New 
York Herald Tribune); and “a 
scholarly and just exposure,” (C. 
Wright Mills). 

‘ Donner received his M.A. in 
American History from the Uni- 
versity and his L.L.B. from Col- 
umbia Lav/ School, where he was 
also a research fellow in Ameri- 
^Cfoan legal history-* — 
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Constitutional and Trade Union Lawyer — Speech, Liberty Rally, N.Y. 
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In one of Shakespeare’s sonnets he writes: ’’Bring not 

to a rainy night a windy morrow*” If the McCarran Act of 1950 was 
a rainy night, then the Amendment of 1954 was assuredly a windy 
morrow. This 1954 statute, termed by some the most repressive and 
by others the most foolish law which has ever been passed in this 
country, contained a provision outlawing the Communist Party — 
which has never been enforced — as well as a provision directed at 
the Labor Movement. 


Like the McCarran Act itself, the 1954 Communist Control 
Act is a monument to repression and to the frallity of our consti- 
tutional guarantees when demagogy seizes control of our national 
life. 

'1 

I dp not want you to believe that the Communist Control 
Act of 1954 is the only part of the McCarran Act which is anti- j 

labor* The Act as a whole has an inevitably destructive Impact 
upon the freedom of the labor movement. The reason for this is 
simple: whenever anti -communism becomes the instrument of national 

policy, labor suffers. Redbaiting is a traditional weapon of union- 
busting employers. Anti-red hysteria has always been used to beat 
back unions at the bargaining table* 

Who can doubt that the weakness of. labor today is due, 
in part at least, to the political affidavits written into the 
Taft-Hartley Act of 1947 and to the CIO purges which deprived the 
labor movement of the unity of its most militant and forward-look- 
ing unions? 


The fraudulent cry of ’’Communist” has weakened the labor 
movement in more ways than one. Every .student of the labor move- 
ment knows that the worst repressions undertaken against rank and 
file democracy invariably assume the guise of a red purge. This 
is true not only 1 of theiAFL unions such as the- Painters and the 
Machinists but also of the Unions formerly in the CIO. 

The McCarran Act as it was originally passed contained 
one provision which was directly aimed at barring militant trade 
unionists from organizing so-called defense facilities* These 
could be so broadly defined as to include any plant with defense 
contracts, which, of course, could cover almost every major ind- 
ustry in this country. I 

The Communist Control Act itself is remarkable for a 
number of reasons* It is the first statute directed exclusively i 
at labor organizations ever passed in America. It is based on the 

premise that members of such organizations must 5 e 4 -Sp?^ e mftmbers 
their leaders, that unions are not democratic and their members 
cannot be trusted to decide for themselves who ought to lead their j 

unions. ?

Second, the Communist Control Act extends still * 

the pattern of proscription contained in the Internal Security Act 
of 1950* This statute invented a new kind of tainted organization 
under a definition so broad as to make it possible for the govern- 
ment to outlaw any organization that it doesn t lilce* 

A third remarkable aspect of the 1954 statute is its cur- 
ious concentration. It was not primarily directed at the affilia- 
ted organizations, that is, organizations which belong to the AFL- 
CI0, but rather singled out non-aff iliated or independent la or

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BIG BUSINESS SPONSORSHIP 


The anti-labor provisions of the 1954 statute were not 
spontaneously conceived* They were the result of a long— establi.sh- 
ed campaign by powerful employer organizations in this country to 
use the issue of national security as a means of handcuffing labor* 

In the ’40s the Chamber of Commerce formulated a blueprint for the 
use of the Communist Issue as a means of shackling labor* In the 
»50s the National Industrial Conference Board held secret meetings 
on the subject of "Communism and Sabotage in Industries*’ 1 Security 
became the new battlecry as FBI agents converted themselves into 
personnel officers and union-busters* Victor Reisel became the 
darling of a new movement to frighten the American people into a 
repudiation of the labor movement because' it was a "security risk*" 
Strikes were equated with sabotage* The legitimate redress of grie- 
vances were painted as a sinister effort by Communists to "create 
unrest*" Once again, as in the twenties the efforts of working 
people to organize and bargain collectively were placed under a sin- 
ister cloud* ^ 

The first fruits of this anti-labor clamor was, of course^ 
the Taft-Hartley Act and second was the Communist Control Act* § 

I do not propose here to discuss the technical provisions 
of the Communist Control Act itself* Enough to say that it author-’ 
izes the Subversive Activities Control Board on- the basis of the 
most vague and incomprehensible standards to determine that a labor 
organization is "communist-infiltrated" simply because its polic- 
ies have fallen Into official disfavor* 

The Act has already been applied to two unions: one pro- 
ceeding against the Ua. E* was begun in 1955 and wad ended in 1959 
when the Government by its own motion requested that the proceeding 
be dismissed because it could hot prove its case* 

The second proceeding against the Mine-kill & Smelter • 
Workers Union has resulted in an order against that union which is 
now being appealed in the Federal Courts* It is hard to see how 
the constitutionality of this monstrous statute could conceivably 
be approved by the Courts* 

Why was this law passed? I have already referred to the 
opportunism and demagoguery of its sponsors* But I would like to 
explore with you some of the so-called facts which were presented 
in legislative hearings which allegedly persuaded Congress to pass 
the lawr 

PITTSBURGH HEARINGS ON MeCARRAN ACT 

In 1953, hearings on the proposed statute were held in , 
Pittsburgh, The subject of its hearings was the U*E* Four dis- Y 
credited informers presented the testimony: 4

The most important of these witnesses was Joseph Mazzei 
who appeared and was sworn, together with his wife, Mary Mazzei, 
and their attorney and manager, Harry Alan Sherman* Mazzei testi- 
fied that in the year 1948, the Communist Party made arrangements > 
through him to photograph and' map the ‘City of; - Pittsburgh^ includ-* 

Ing waterways, transportation, steel mills, hospitals, the airport 
and army base and the water-works (from an airplane)* The witness 
identified' the agency involved in the alleged mapping .and sabotage 
as an affiliate of Artkino, a Film Agency for the Soviet Union* 

; The subcommittee attached great importance to Mazzei’ s 
testimony* In its report on the U,E* it referred to Mazzei’ s tes* 
timony about photographing and mapping of the Pittsburgh area by 
Communist agents (Report, p, VI)* 

Developments since the passage of the statute established 
that Mazzei is a pathological liar with sabotage and violence on 
the brain and that his testimony can only be regarded as a hoaxi 
The developments establishing the fact that Mazzei is an Inveterate 
perjurer were brought about by the Government itself* 

Let’s take a quick. look at some of the performances of 
Mazzei which bothered the Government and made it concede that he 
was a liar* In June* 1953, Mazzei testified before the McCarthy 





Committee that he had been told by a Communist that he had been 
selected to do a job on the liquidation of Senator Joseph McCarthy* 
He further testified that the same Communist , a man named Bortz, 
conducted Communist Party lessons to familiarize party members with 
the handling of firearms and instruct them in the construction of 
bombs* The Government conceded that this was ”hog-wash«” 

Mazzei had pleaded guilty to charges of adultery and bas- 
tardy in the Pennsylvania State Court* He thereafter filed a pet- 
ition to have the guilty plea set aside on the ground that he had 
made the plea at the instance of the FBI and that it was not true 
he was guilty* At the hearing on this petition an FBI agent denied 
Mazzei *s claim under oath and his petition to change his plea of 
guilty was thrown out* 

Another lie which Mazzei told and which bothered the Gov- 
ernment was that a certain prominent Government official was a 
long time active Communist Party member* 

f ( In 1955 Mazzei again lied when he identified Mayor John > 

;• J* Mullen of Clairton, Pa*, Rational Director of the Political Act-, 
ion Committee of the Steel Workers as a member of the Communist \ 

• '• Party* As a matter of fact, Mazzei testified that he had met Mul-t 

l'en 10 or 15 times a year as a fellow Communist Party member* 

This was a lie, too* 

Now, before I proceed further with Mazzei, remember that 
this was the man whose testimony was so Important in convincing 
Congress that the Communist Control Act ought to be passed* 

CHIEF WITNESSES PATHOLOGICAL LIARS 

On July 2, 1956., Mazzei established himself as one of the 
champion liars of all times - a latter-day Munchausen, when he tes- 
tified in the Florida Court* Let me quote a bit from the Govern-, 
ment’s confession about these lies* The Government had reason to 
doubt, among others, the following items in his testimony: «*

: The second witness whose testimony before the subcommit- 1 

i tee deals with the alleged industrial menace of the Reds, was Harry 
Alan Sherman* This witness solemnly assured the slack-jawed Sen- 
ators that the UE, through its agents, employed or located in im- 
portant defense production areas, could- sabotage the clty r s war 
effort on a moment’s notice* He noted the instance of a woman— . 
a Communist functionary — who lived or was placed in a house near 
a generator plant of the Westinghouse Company in East Pittsburgh* 
According to Sherman, she resided close enough to the plant so as 
to be in a position to toss a- hand-grenade into it and damage it. 

Then the witness made a spedlal bid for the ” goose flesh” 
trade. He swore that all of the Westinghouse industries in the *■ 
v Turtle Creek Valley had been assigned for sabotage preparatory to ^ 

military invasion of the United States in 1948 to one Steve Nelson ' 

, With a staff of seventy saboteurs* He stated that the amount of * 

» information that could be obtained by subversive UE agents ’’should 

be a fatal blow to our chances of survival,.*”* He gave as one 
instance an alleged occurance in 1948^ in which an individual was 
’’disintegrated” in the General Division of the Westinghouse Company* 

He stated that the Communist Party took credit for this ’’disinte- 
gration,” To all this he added the accusation that terror was pra- 
cticed by the UE and that he himself had been threatened with ex- 
termination* 

But this hardly exhausted the witness* store of blood- 
curdling information* He testified (Hearings, 21-27-82-86. ) that 
the Communists working through UE had a plan to seize control of 
the country. This plan involved a contemplated expenditure of 
$50,000,000* in one year with the ultimate prospective of billions 
of dollars* After this great wealth had been used to condition 
the mass of the American people to accept a change, this grand 
plan for revolution contemplated a six months’ continuous strike, 
conducted for political purposes against the will and desire of 
the membership*

HORROR STORIES FOR ^EVIDENCE' 


Sherman was particularly endlessly fertile in his horror 
stories* He regaled the Senators with a story of how Communists 
used the Headquarters of a Jewish Fraternal Order in Pittsburgh as 
a place for instruction in the making of bombs and hand-grenades 
and conducting target practice under the supervision of armed thugs* 

All of these things, of course, were barefaced lies* 

The third witness was Matthew Cvetic who alBO dwelt on 
the theme of sabotage* After the hearing, it was established by 
documentary evidence, that Cvetic was an emotionally disturbed man, , 
a chronic alchoholic, who a prominent psychiatrist diagnosed as 
suffering from severe mental illness* The testimony of this psy- 
•chopath also greatly impressed the Congressmen who were conductl&g

The fourth witness who appeared at this hearing was Mrs* 
Mary Mazzei* she was also Involved in the frame-up of Mayor John

A second hearing conducted by the subcommittee on the i 
problems dealt with in the Act, is called “Subversive Influence in • 
the Dining Car and Railroad Food Workers Union*’* At these hearings 1 
the leading witness in support of the legislation was the late 
Manning Johnson, self-styled consultant and analyst (Hearings 37)* 
This witness not only identified a certain number of individuals 
as Communists, but also testified that the Dining Car Employees;’ 

Union could serve as an instrumentality for subversive objectives 
(Hearings 43-44)* This same Manning Johnson had previously testi- 
fied that he would lie under oath if instructed to do so by agen- 
cies of the government* He committed perjury before the Inter- 
national Organisation's Loyalty Board in a proceeding with respect 
to Dr* Ralph J* Bunche* He identified Dr* Martin Luther King and * 
other Negro leaders of the movement for integration as Communists ■■ 
or tools of the Communists* . j. 

Another witness who testified in the hearings which con- 
tributed to the legislative history of the Act was Harvey Matusow* 
His testimony included not only the identification of union lead- 
ers as Communists, but charges that the union and its officials 
served as an instrumentality for the operation of a Communist • 
courier system* Matusow subsequently admitted that his testimony 
was fabricated* 

Not to put too fine a point' on it, this whole statute is 
a hoax from beginning to end, based on lies and passed not because 
there was a need to protect indutrles from "Reds" but rather to * 
forge a new instrument of repression and union-busting* 

Remember, this statute^ was not brought by the stork— 
it was passed by Congress by the. elected representatives of the , 

Deool9 of the United States* Don’t you aarea that there is some- 1 
thing wrong with the way we govern ourselves when our elected 
representatives feel free to believe liars as a pretext for vio- 
lating the Constitution and their oath to preserve it? 

Everyone realizes today that there is something wrong : 
with our Congress, Look back upon the legislative history of the 
past 20 years and you will discover a startling and frightening 
fact— most of the legislative contributions of the Congress have 
been repressive and hostile to the rights of people* In contrast 
you can count on the fingers of one hand the positive contributions 
which the Congress has made to the improvement of the lives and 
welfare of our people* 

If we are to make a new beginning; if we are to revive 
the organs of representative government to meet the needs of the 
psople, then what better place to start than eith the repeal of 
the HcCarran Act?

The Chicago Committee to Defend the Bill of 
Rights (CCDBR) maintains headquarters in Suite 424, 431 
South Dearborn Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

A source advised in July, I960, that RICHARD 
C RILEY, a- member of the Civil Liberties Commission, Communist 
Party (CP) of Illinois, met with hey leaders of the CP of 
Illinois and discussed xvith them the fact that the climate 
in the United States on civil liberties and civil rights issues 
had changed to the extent, that it was now possible to proceed 
to form., a new- organization -with broad mass support. By 
doing so, CRILEY believed that people who would not associate 
themselves with an organization of narrow scope would join 
a civil liberties and civil rights Organization built around < 
a broader issue such as the abolishment of the Ruse Committee 
on Un-American Activities (HCUA) . The CP leader's, after 
receiving assurance from CRILEY that any new organization 
that might evolve would protect the Party interests, authorized 
CRILEY to proceed with his plan to form a broa,dep organization. 

A second source advised on October 31^ I960, that 
a new organization known as the Chicago Committee to Defend 
the Bill, of Rights was formally launched in Chicago at a 
meeting on October 26, i960. The stated primary purpose 
of the new organization was to Seek the abolition of the 
HCUA, and RICHARD CRILEY was named as its Executive Secretary, 
after having been the guiding force in arranging the October 26 
i960, meeting. , * 

The first source, in October, i960, advised that 
CRILEY again attended a meeting of the Illinois District CP 
leadership on October 28, I960, at which time he reported 
on the organisational meeting of the CCDBR. CRILEY stated 
that the immediate purpose, of his organization is to obtain 
mass support to abolish the HCUA, but the new Committee 
purposes will also include defense of Smith Act- and Taft- 
Hartley victims. He said there will be no formal affiliation 
with any national' organization of similar purpose; however,, 
the CCDBR, according to CRILEY, will consult and have .liaison 
with national organizations having the same purpose. According 
. to the source, the CP leadership agreed with the general 
direction of the CCDBR as outlined .by CRILEY. 
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A third source advised on May 3> 1962, that the 
CCDBR continues to adhere to the same aims and purposes 
and operates under the same leadership.

The National Committee "to Repeal the McCarran 
Act (NORMA), maintains headquarters in Room 318, 431 South 
Dearborn Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

A source advised in May, 1963., that the NCRMA is 
the outgrowth of an Ad .Hoc Committee of Initiators, headed 
by Professor CYLDE MILLER of New York, who solicited signatures 
to a. Petition to the President of the United States in 1962 
which called for the repeal of the McCarran Act. The NCRMA 
held its formation meeting at Chicago on May 18, 1963-; the 
stated purpose .of the Committee is to seek repeal of the 
Internal Security Act of 1950 as amended. As of July, 1963 , 
its parpose is the same. 

Source advised that the Chicago Committee to Defend 
the Bill of Rights (CCDBR), and its Executive Secretary 
RICHARD CRILEY, gave full support to organizing this new 
organization. At the May 18, 1963, formation meeting 
Reverend WILLIAM T. BAIRD, Executive Director of the 
CCDBR, was named National Administrator of the NCRMA. 

A second source advised in April and May, 1963., that 
the Communist Party, USA (CP) interest in NCRMA has been to 
g ive it full support and approval and it takes the position 
that the Committee composition must be extremely broad and 
the Party’s direct influence must be kept to a minimum. 

The CP believes the new Committee will serve its purpose 
in fighting the McCarran Act alone and the CP has everything 
to gain by taking this position. The CP reportedly has 
agreed to make funds available to this Committee. 

A third source advised as of May, 1963., that 
RICHARD CRILEY was then a member of the CP. 

CLYDE MILLER, according to the "Daily Worker", 
issue of March 5* 1941* was a signer of a statement to 
the President defending the CP. 

The "Daily Worker" was an East Coast communist 
daily newspaper which ceased. publication January 13, 1958. 

LOLA. BELLE HOLMES, a CP member from August, 1957 
to January, 1963* advised in August, 1958, that Ifeverend 
BAIRD stated that. he was a "religious communist" and that he 
believed there was a relationship between science, religion .

On March 9, 1961, a source advised that _ the 
New York Council To Abolish the Un-American Activities 
Committee (NYCAUAC), 150 West 34th Street, New York City, ’ 
New York, was formed at a meeting held in New York City 
on November 17, i960. This organisation was founded 
principally .through the efforts of FRANK WILKINSON, 

Field Representative of the National Committee To Abolish 
the Un-American Activities Committee (NCAUAC). 

A second source advised on September 17 .> 1952, 
that FRANK WILKINSON was a Communist Party member as of 
September, 1952. 

A third source furnished on September 14, 1961, a 
copy of resolutions of the New York Council to Abolish the 
House Un-American Activities Committee (NYCAHUAC) which 
• were adopted by the NYCAHUAC. One such resolution affirmed 
the intention to continue to work for the abolition of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) and to 
continue its efforts to broaden the participation in this 
fight.

American Federation of Labor machinists 1 locals joined the 
UE and the full name became the United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers of America (UE). 

"The UE is known as an •International Union* because 
companies of both the United States and Canada are under contract," 

"100 Things You Should Know About Communism and 
Labor, " prepared and released by the Committee on Un-American 
Activities, iSftited States House of Representatives, Washington, 
D,C., 1951> relates the following information. In 1944 the 
Committee on Un-American Activities found the "United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers of America (CIO)" to be one of the 
unions which was described as having "communist leadership.., 
strongly entrenched." The "United Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Workers of America" was listed as one of the unions which was 
expelled from the Congress of Industrial Organizations in 1950 
because of its communist domination. 

The "Internal Security Annual Report for 1957* 

Report of the Subcommittee to Investigate the Administration of 
the Internal Security Act and other Internal Security Laws, 
of the Committee on the Judiciary, United States Senate, " on 
page 6l, refers to UE as "one of the strongest communist controlled 
unions in America."

A source advised during June-August, 1961, that 
the Washington Area Committee for the Abolition of the 
House Un-American Activities Committee (WACAHUAC) was founded 
at a public meeting in Washington, D.C, on June 8, 1961, to 
campaign for the abolition of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities (HCUA); an election of officers was 
held on June 23 , 1961, with Selma Rein being elected as 
Secretary; Rein has been in control of the organization 
since that time; Rein does not mind if individuals connected 
in the past with organizations cited publicly as Mng 
communist dominated or controlled work with WACAHUAC, 
provided they are hot' publicly identified in this regard. 

The organization’s policy statement, as rewritten by Joseph 
Forer, was accepted by the WACAHUAC Executive Board in August,

that WACAHUAC is affiliated with the National Committee to 
Abolish the House Un-American Activities Committee.

Selma Rein was identified by a third source on 
January 21 , 1954 , as a then current Communist Party (CP) 
member. On February 28 , 1957 , she appeared before the HCUA 
and refused to answer questions concerning past or present .

Joseph Forer is one of the attorneys' who has 
represented the CP, United- States of America, before the 
United States Court of Appeals and the United States Supreme 
Court. In September, 1959 > a fourth source advised tfiat. a 
member of the National Committee of the CP, United States 
of America, had recently referred to Forer as :, one of the 
most important communists in Washington, D.C."
